The Pension Roll 


At the end of October, 1931, there were 449,428 pensioners 
on the government rolls, a decrease of 717 during the month. 
How these are distributed by classes is shown by the follow- 
ing: 
War of 1812—-Widows, 8. 

Mexican Wiar—Widows, 521. 

Civil War—Soldiers, 36,975; army nurses, 22; widows, 149.- 
830. 

Indian Wars—Soldiers, 5,295; widows, 4,875. 

War with Spain—NSoldiers, 195,666; army nurses, 520; wid- 
ws, 34,620. 

World War—Soldiers, 40: widows, 12. 

Regular Army—Soldiers, 17,298; widows, 4,251. 

The highest number of pensioners was reached in 1902, when 
a total of 999,446 veterans and widows were on the rolls, 

It will be noted that only 52 persons are drawing pensions 
on account of the World War. When general pension legisla- 
tion becomes applicable to those soldiers aud their widows, as 
it doubtless will in time, there is no telling how high the num- 
ber of pensioners will rise, or how long Uncle Sam will be pay- 
ing for his European excursion. 

Inasmuch as we are still paying pensions on aecount of the 
war of 1812, which ended nearly 117 years ago, the last widow 
pensioner of the World war will no doubt survive until the 
year 2035 or longer. And none can tell what wars the United 
States may engage in between now and then,
